Reports of British trade reaching this country 
through official resources are usually rose-colored and 
indicate a steady increase in the volume 

Padded of the foreign trade of the empire. A 
British Trade. ttle light, however, is shed upon the 
methods employed by British statist: 
cians and writers of trade reports in a letter recent) 
received by THE AMERICAN ARTISAN frcm a 
Liverpool correspondent, who says: 

“Business here is very, very bad. Don’t you be de- 
ceived in regard to trade reports from this country 
which are furnished by the Board of Trade. [The 
3oard of Trade referred to is a British government 
department, at the head of which is a cabinet minis- 
ter.] These reports do not represent the actual vol- 
ume of trade at all, in any way, as so many goods 
come here from other countries to be transhipped to 
the colonies, which do not leave one ha’penny in 
this country. They simply ceme into the London and 
Liverpool docks, and the goods are taken off in light- 
ers and shipped all over the world. This naturally 
shows in the trade reports both as import and export, 
but such goods do not pay us one ha’penny. 

“The building trade here is almost at a standstill, 
and the Bank of England rate of interest is 6 per cent. 
I am in a position to know about the building trade 
and can say that it has fallen off greatly all through 
the last three years, and not one-half the builders’ 
hardware is being sold now that was sold three vear: 
ago.” 

It can be readily understood that the figures of 
British exports and imports would show a great de- 
crease if such goods as are referred to by our corre- 
spondent in Liverpool were deducted from the govern- 
ment figures. It is not only shipments for the Brit- 
ish colonies, however. that figure in the Board of 
Trade statistics as both imports and exports, but also 
probably many goods sent to London and Liverpool 
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by European and Asiatic manufacturers for trans- 
shipment at British ports to South American coun- 
tries. Indeed, it would not be surprising to learn 
that even goods transhipped at London or Liverpool 
for United States ports are also included in the sum 
total of British imports and exports as given out by 
the British Board of Trade. 

It is interesting to speculate as to what effect the 
deduction of such transhipped goods from the totals 
given in the government reports would have upon the 
proud position claimed by Great Britain as an import- 
ing and exporting nation. 








For some time past there has been heard an occa- 

sional rumbling of sentiment that the wave of pros- 

perity has reached its height and that 

The Outlook the country may expect an early reces- 

Paco sion of business. Indications of such 

a turn of affairs are always closely 

watched and very properly so, since most business con- 

tracts are based upon expectations for the future. 

It is interesting, therefore, at this time to study the 

attitude of the railroads, which many people are ac- 
customed to take as an index of the state of trade. 

Mr. James J. Hill, president of the Great Northern 
Railroad, has of recent years come to be regarded as 
perhaps the most practical spokesman for the rail- 
road interests of the country. Many influential per- 
sons in the metal trades have a profound respect for 
his judgment, knowing that his facilities for forming 
an opinion are second to none. Recently Mr. Hill 
made the following remarks: 

“A recession of business has already set in, although 
it does not amount to much at present; still it should 
suffice to relieve the strain in the railroad situation. 
The ralroads generally are curtailing expenditures 
and sails are being reefed. This is one phase of the 
situation that will be a big help. I expect no business 
recession in the Northwest. The Great Northern 
does not deal in summer resorts and luxuries. We 
haul grain which is food ; lumber which is shelter, and 
ore which in this day is an absolute necessity. These 
are the big items of our business. The people must 
have these products and our business should be the 
last to drop off.” 

In regard to the general railroad situation, Mr. 
Hill is quoted as follows: 

“Some of the producers in the United States must 
suffer. If we get bumper crops again they will be 
likely to suffer still more. The trouble will be that 
their products cannot be moved by the railroads. It 
has been suggested that it would be a good thing to 
pool all the cars. But the good that could come from 
such a thing as this is purely an illusion. 

“After all, it is not a lack of cars; it is much more 
than that. You must not only have cars, but you must 
have capacious terminals to move them to, and you 
must have the tracks to move them over. That is the 
only thing about it, and it is the situation in a nut- 
shell.” 

But Mr. Hill is not alone in the idea that the high 
point of prosperous business has been reached. Sev- 
eral of the great lines of railroad have changed the 
plans formerly credited to them for tremendous bet- 
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terments and the gradual electrification of their roads, 
and have adopted instead a policy of retrenchment. 
For instance, word comes from Philadelphia that the 
Pennsylvania Railroad will adopt a policy of econom, 
exactly opposite to that initiated a few years ago, 
when development work on a gigantic plan was under- 
taken with every prospect that it would not be aban- 
doned until the entire road had been completely mod- 
ernized, if not electrified as far as its motive power 
was concerned. An official notification has just been 
sent out to the effect that it will not be necessary to 
issue this year any of the increased stock of the com- 
pany or any of its bonds which the stockhoiders have 
been asked to authorize at the annual meeting to be 
held March 12. This indicates that the Pennsylvania 
will not undertake any large amount of construction 
work in the near future and that the completion of 
its New York terminal will mark the end of its devel- 
opment work for the present. It looks like a complete 
reversal of the policy of the recent past. 

From these indications it is plainly to be seen that 
the railroads do not expect the present condition of 
unparalleled prosperity in the United States to con- 
tinue. They are “reefing their sails.” as Mr. Hill ex- 
presses it, in anticipation of unfavorable winds or of 
the gales of adversity. With enormous interests at 
stake they are preparing for the worst. While all may 
not agree with the’ predictions of Mr. Hill and the 
evident sentiment of other leading railroad men that 
leaner years are at hand, it will be the part of wisdom 
carefully to observe these signs of the times, and 
the conservative business man will watch them as 


_ closely as the experienced mafiner watches his barom- 


eter. 

It will be noted, howeyer, that even Mr. Hill does 
not look for any slackening in the business of trans- 
porting iron ore, which, he says, “in this day is an 
absolute necessity.” This means that iron products 
will continue in strong demand—that the trade in 
hardware of all descriptions will continue in mighty 
volume—and it is a truly comforting assurance for 
the hardware man.

Strange 
as it may seem, there are those who do not recognize 
and take advantage of opportunities for doing busi- 
ness even when they are plainly presented.

Why this delay, gentlemen who are seeking to make 
sales? Why wait “to hear from” the prospective cus- 
tomer? Why not go after his trade immediately and 
secure his order before he has a chance to give it to 
somebody else? 

Would you have anything but censure for one of 
your own traveling men who should receive a tip that 
So-and-So was in the market for such goods as you 
handle—and then failed to take advantage of it, and 
waited “to hear from” So-and-So? I think I can see 
the finish of any traveling man who pursued that 
kind of waiting policy.

I quote the following from The Hardware Trade 
Journal of London, England, in order to make Amer- 
ican retailers better satisfied with the conditions under 
which they do business: 


Deputy Coroner Schroder held an inquest last week on 
Arthur Strutt, the five-year-old son of an electric lamp cleaner 
of Somers Town. The deceased, temporzrily left by his 
mother, with a brother a year older, took from the mantel- 
shelf a penny tin oil lamp, which Mrs. Strutt had extinguished 
before quitting the room. Having spilled some of the oil in 
the reservoir over his nightdress, he lighted a stick at an 
unprotected fire-grate, and his clothing caught’ fire. Death 
from the éffects of his injuries ensued at the London Tem- 
perance Hospital. 

Mr. A. Butler, London County Council inspector under 
the Petroleum Acts, explained that the lemp in question (pro- 
duced) was merely a tin box with a piece of metal on the top 
answering the purpose of a burner. The burner of a lamp, 
he said, should be always screwed. He produced a small 
model metal lamp, puchasable for 2d. (four cents), which 
was always safe. A juror expressed his opinion that the 
manufacture and sale of obviously unsafe cheap lamps should 
be prohibited by law. A verdict of accidental death was re- 
turned. 


Thank your stars, my hardware friend, that you are 


not living in a country where people buy lamps for 
two cents and “absolutely safe” ones for four cents.

In the esteemed Michigan Tradesman—a weekly 
compendium of good things—I find the following 
story about two blacksmiths of the race that Brother 
Tillman and Brother Foraker can’t quite agree about - 

Until recently there was a partnership existing between 
two darky blacksmiths in an Alabama town. The dissolu- 
tion of this association was made known by a notice nailed 
upon the door of the smithy, which notice ran as follows: 


“The kopardnershipp hertofor resisting between me and 
Mose Jenkins is heerby resolved. All perrsons owing the 
firm will settel with me, and all perrsons that the firm owes 
to will settel with Mose.”

All dealers in and users of gas heating and cooking 
appliances will be interested to learn that the r1ooth 
anniversary of the first use of gas as an illuminant for 
the streets was celebrated in England on January 28 
last. 

The use of gas as an illuminant long preceded its 
use for heating and cooking purposes, and it is some- 
what surprising to think that only a single century has 
elapsed since gas was first used for lighting the 
streets. 

For the use of gas as an illuminant the world is in- 
debted to a Scotch engineer, William Murdoch, of 
Cornwall. After studying the properties of coal gas, 
Ayrshire, who was employed at the Redruth mines in 
he suggested that it might be conveyed in pipes to a 
distance and used instead of lamps and candles. He 
used it himself, in a very ingenious way, to light his 
road over the Cornish moors by night. He had a bag 
like that of a Scotch piper, but filled with gas and 
fitted with a jet. On his way home across the moors 
he would carry the bag under his arm with the gas 
lighted at the jet. When he met anyone on the moor, 
it is said, he would squeeze the bag and send out a 
long tongue of flame, to the terror of the simple 
country folk. 

It was a German by birth, however, named Fred 
Albert Winsor, who proposed and carried out the first 
lighting of the London streets with gas lamps. In 
1804 he took out a patent for an oven for making 
gas, but his proposal to light the streets with it met 
with much opposition. : Even the eminent scientist, 
Sir Humphrey Davy, inventor of the miner's safety 
lamp, opposed the idea, and for several years both 
popular and scientific writers expressed great doubts 
regarding the feasibility of Winsor’s idea. But he 
persevered, and we learn that on January 28, 1807, 
“the long line of Pall Mall, between St. James’ palace 
and Cockspur street, did blaze out in a burst of gas 
lamps to the no small admiration of the public.” 

In 1810 the first gas company was formed in Lon- 
don through the efforts of Mr. Winsor, and three 
years later Westminster bridge was permanently light- 
ed with gas lamps. By 1816 the use of gas had be- 
come general in the English metropolis. From that 
time on invention was busy with appliances for its 
use, resulting in the practically perfect devices we 
now possess, not only for lighting but for heating and 
cooking by means of gas.

The Standard Lighting Company, Cleveland, Ohio, 
division of the American Stove Company, announce 
to the trade that while a recent fire destroyed one of 
their departments it was not of a serious character 
and will not interfere with their making prompt ship- 
ments of Lorain steel ranges and their line of gas 
and gasolene stoves. 

Messrs. F. W. Eckert and I. L. Stern, the new pro- 
prietors of the Madison Stove Company, Madison, 
Ind., announce that the company’s plant which they 
recently purchased is now in full operation and orders 
or inquiries from the trade will have prompt attention.

«A BILL THAT OUGHT TO BE DEFEATED.” 





Under the above heading the Chicago Journal of 
February 9 contained the following timely editorial, 
which will be appreciated by all hardware retailers: 

“All over the country ‘Anti-Rural Parcel Delivery 
clubs’ are being formed with the object of sending 
petitions to congress protesting against the passage of 
the rural parcel delivery bill, which will come up soon 
in the house of representatives. 

“The bill, which is understood to be backed by mail! 
order houses, gives the privilege of the mails to them 
for the delivery of packages which under the present 
law have to be sent by cxpress. It will reduce the 
expense of doing business for such organizations, but 
of course will increase the existing deficit in the pos- 
tal service and will add enormously to the burdens of 
the rural free delivery postman. Incidentally, the bill 
will drive out of business small country dealers, who 
will not be able to compete with great houses in the 
cities, and will thus cause suffering incalculable. This 
is a great step forward in the movement of centrali- 
zation, which is one of the serious dangers the coun- 
try has to face. 

“The country merchants are unanimously opposed 
to the bill, and they will no doubt be able to send 
strong petitions to congress. They should not be at- 
tacked in this manner, but on the ‘contrary should be 
encouraged and protected for the sake of the whole 
country. 

“Tf the time should come when all the commercial 
business of the nation is done in a few large cities and 
the country people are forced to depend upon agricul- 
ture alone for their support, the prosptrity of which 
we boast to-day will disappear.”

The thirteenth annual convention of the Ohio Hard- 
ware Association held at Columbus, Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Thursday, February 26, 27 and 28, 
attracted the largest attendance in the history of the 
association, and it was estimated that 2,500 hardware 
men attended. The sessions of the convention were 
held at the Board of Trade auditorium, while the 
manufacturers’ and jobbers’ exhibits were placed in 
Memorial Hall, East Broad street. The association 
headquarters during the convention was maintained in 
the lobby of the Great Southern Hotel. 

The meeting throughout was interesting and suc- 
cessful and the arrangements made for both the busi- 
ness and the social side were carried through without 
a hitch. 


TUESDAY, FEBRUARY 26. 





The first session of the convention was called to 
order by President C. S. Johnson of Barberton, at 
2 p. m. in the auditorium of the Columbus Board of 
Trade. 

Rev. Alfred E. Craig, of the Broad Street M. E. 
Church, Columbus, was introduced and invoked the 
divine blessing upon the proceedings. 

President Johnson: The greatest hardware associa- 
tion in the United States is now assembled in one of 
the greatest states in the country. It gives me a great 
deal of pleasure to introduce to you Governor Andrew 
L. Harris of the State of Ohio. (Applause.) 


Welcome by Gov. Harris. 


Governor Harris said: 

Mr. Chairman and members of the Ohio Hardware As- 
sociation: I] assure you that it affords me pleasure to meet 
you on this occasion and to greet you in this convention 
that you are holding for the benefit of your trade; and, 
while I say the benefit of your trade, I might say that it 
is beneficial to all, for the reason that the hardware trade 
is fully as important as any other trade that we can en- 
gage in. It is so important that we cannot construct any- 
thing scarcely without your assistance. We are dependent 
upon you for nearly all of the improvements’ we have, not 
only in our buildings, but even with our fences in the coun- 
try and the improvements even of our streets in our cities. 
Why, nails are almost as important as flour in the living 
of the present time. It would be impossible, in fact, to get 
along without hardware. 

I want to congratulate you on the splendid exhibit that 
you are making this year. I was at Memorial Hall last night 
late and I was surprised—agreeably surprised—at the prep- 
aration that is being made there for your exhibits. Every 
foot of space in that large hall is occupied, and the taste 
with which you are arranging your goods shows that you 
have a pride in your business. Why, I notice there nearly 
everything in the hardware line from a bear trap to a gaso- 
lene engine, and from a cuspidor to a furnace, and the 
expense and trouble of putting that great exhibit in must 
have been very great. It could have been done only by men 
who are interested in their business. 

Now, gentlemen, I know that you are here for busi- 


ness. I don’t desire to take up your time. I only wish 
in conclusion to say that I feel grateful indeed to be in- 
vited to appear before you and to say to you that I am 
proud of the hardware men of the state of Ohio. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

Welcomed By the City. 

President Johnson: In behalf of the Ohio Hard- 
ware Association it gives me great pleasure to intro- 
duce to you Mr. John Y. Bassell, secretary of the 
Board of Trade of Columbus. 

Mr. Bassell said he welcomed the association to 
Columbus for its thirteenth visit and he hoped they 
would continue meeting there right along until at 
least the twenty-third meeting has been reached, and 
even after that they would be welcome. 


Response by W. P. Bogardus. 

President Johnson: It gives me a great deal of 
pleasure to have the privilege of introducing to you 
one of our old members, who will respond to the ad- 
dress of welcome. Mr. W. P. Bogardus, formerly 
president of the. National Retail Hardware Associa- 
tion. * 

Mr. Bogardus said: 

Gentlemen, your kindly words are doubly appreciated 
because it is just what we expected. We always expect 
a welcome from our capital city because we come here 
among friends. We come here for mutual improvement, 
for mutual help and entertainment. We come here be- 
cause we want to grow. Sometimes we get together and 
go to some other place, but we come, back again. Old 
friends are the best. 

The latch-string has hung out here so many times that 
we are always sure of our welcome. We commenced com- 
ing here thirteen years ago. There were just thirteen that 
came the first time. To-day there are associations of a similar 
kind in twenty-two different states and the membership runs 
nearly to ten thousand. 

We organized for the purpose of combating certain 
evils that crept into the business that we thought were 
injuring our liberty, and while we continue to hold to that 
we find that these great annual meetings are an educator 
for all of us, for it is within the mind of any man that 
comes up against his neighbor that he will learn some- 
thing from him if ‘he will only keep his ears and eyes open. 
We hope to be a power for good—a power that will de- 
velop a keener sense of justice and fair play. We hope to 
teach business men that the right way to do business is 
to sell goods for a profit; and that while we are going 
to gain by our business we will remember that the golden 
rule is just as applicable to business to-day as it was 
when it was first made; so, gentlemen, you see we have our 
ambitions and our hopes. 


Secretary Corey’s Remarks. 

President Johnson: Next on the program is the 
appointment of committees. I will defer that for a 
short time to introduce our national secretary, M. L. 
Corey, and I will ask him to come to the rostrum and 
make a few remarks. 

Mr. Corey came forward and said: “I am pleased 
to meet with this association at this time. About thir- 
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teen years ago, as our worthy ex-president has told 
ou, Ohio started this great ball rolling. We take off 
our hats to you, gentlemen, for knowing and recog- 
nizing a good thing first. Since that time the influ- 
ence that you started. has grown and widened until 
only the two oceans to-day bound the hardware fra- 
ternity, and North Dakota on the north and Georgia 
on the south mark the limits of our retail hardware 
associations. There are only a few states that are 
unorganized, but from every one of them comes the 
call for help in getting together.” 
Speech by John PF. Baker. 

President Johnson: In looking over this, the largest 
audience that has assembled at the opening session of 
either one of the thirteen meetings of the Ohio Hard- 
ware Association, I see old heads here that have been 
at every meeting since the organization of this associa- 
tion. I am going to call upon one of these old men. 
I have the great honor of asking this member from 
the audience to address you—Mr. John F. Baker of 
Dayton. 

Mr. Baker: I don’t think I will subscribe to the 
remarks of the chairman about the “old man.” Why, 
there is my friend Duffey over there who was with us. 
He is old enough to be my father. He was president 
in the early days of the association and I was secre- 
tary, but the roster has grown marvelously since that 
time. There are now members in 379 villages and 
towns and cities in Ohio. 

H. C. Weisman’s Remarks. 

President Johnson next called for remarks from H. 
C. Weisman, of Springfield. 

Mr. Weisman said: I have seen this association 
grow as the first association of all associations in the 
United States. We do not realize in looking over the 
body gathered here what the enrollment now is in our 
state. If they were all here it would fill every seat in 
this auditorium. When we first started the Ohio 
Hardware Association, I think none of us felt that 
we could take up the child of insurance and raise it, 
but I think this is one of the grand results of associa- 
tion work. I believe all of us to-day should at least 
divide our insurance and give a large part of it to our 
mutual company. 

J. P. Duffey Called On. 

President Johnson then called on J. P. Duffey, 
president of the Ohio Hardware Dealers’ Mutual 
Fire Insurance Company, for remarks. 

Mr. Duffey: I am one of the “old men” that the 
president referred to. Mr. Baker had more work to 
do in the early days as secretary than the secretary 
has now. He had less men to write to, it is true, but 
we had harder work trying to get a crowd than we 
have now. 

Secretary Gray Introduced. 

After a few remarks from Mr. Bogardus, President 
Johnson invited George M. Gray, secretary and treas- 
urer of the Ohio Hardware Dealers’ Mutual Fire In- 
surance Company, to address the meeting. 

Mr. Gray said: Mr. Chairman, and fellow hard- 
ware men, it affords me a great pleasure indeed to 
look into your faces. I am very glad indeed that I am 
a member of this great organization. I have the 
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honor of being among the first and I have never lost 
but one meeting. I am glad to say that I was invited 
to.come to the meetings by my worthy competitor. 
Since then we have gotten along a great deal better 
and we are fast friends to-day. Gentlemen, that is 
one of the prime objects of this association, and I be- 
lieve the key-note of this association—the getting to- 
gether with our competitors. Later on we will pre- 
sent a detailed report of the progress of the insurance 
company. 

Mr. Chamberlain, representative of The Iron Age, 
was invited to address the meeting, and did so briefly.

Wednesday, February 27. 


WEDNESDAY, FEB. 27. 





The session was opened at 2 p. m. by President 
Johnson. A large number of members were present. 
The minutes of the last annual meeting were read 
by Secretary Frank A. Bare and on motion duly ap- 


proved. 
President Johnson then read his annual report, 
which was in part as follows: 

One of the most serious problems that confronts this 
and other similar organizations to-day is the question of 
getting new members. However, I must say for our state 
organizations that this has been a very prosperous year 
Out of about 1,400 hardware dealers we have nearly goo 
enrolled. We expect to leave this convention with a mem 
bership of 1,000 to 1,200. 

The growth of our membership is attributed to the un 
tiring efforts of one of the best secretaries found in any 
one of the state associations. 

I wish to call your attention to the most flattering vic 
tory for retail interests in the defeat of the parcels post 
bill which was before Congress. And I think too much 
stress cannot be placed upon the fact that it wes the re 
tail hardware dealers who have shown the post office com- 
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mittee the great detriment it would work to the retail interests 
of the United States to have this measure enacted into a law. 

I wish also to call your especial attention to our insur- 
ance department. The magnificent showing in their state- 
ment for the year will follow in their report. 

When this association was organized thirteen years ago 
with thirteen loyal, stanch men of character and determina- 
tion, how little did they dream at that time that to-day we 
would have numbered in our ranks 1,200 in this state, and 
the number of 12,000 in our national association working 
for the betterment of the entire hardware fraternity? 

Gentlemen, with the same ratio of increase, what will 
we not be able to accomplish in the next thirteen years? 
Allow me to call your attention to some of the objects of 
the essociation that will help to accomplish this increase: 

FIRST: To better the condition of the retail merchant. 

SECOND: To correct the evils that now exist. 

THIRD: To bring about better trade conditions. 

FOURTH: To stop wholesalers from selling to con- 
sumers. 

FIFTH: To encourage co-operation of manufacturers 
and jobbers. 

SIXTH: To be honest with one another. 

SEVENTH: To encourage a more general reading of 
trade papers. 

We expect to make this an educational session and to 
this end have given the question box the dominant part in 
our program. I shall insist on the fullest discussion, that 
we may be benefited by the results that invariably follow 
the intelligent, free and candid consideration of practical 
business methods. 

In closing I wish to thank each and every member of 


_ this association for the loyal support that has been given 


me personally during the past year. I bespeak for the future 
officers of this association the unqualified good will of each 
and every member. 


On motion the report of the president was accepted 
and placed on file. 


Mr. Stern’s Address. 


President Johnson: Now, gentlemen, we have with 
us to-day a gentleman who is known, I expect, to 
every member of the association, and I am going to 
call upon him for a few remarks at this time—Mr. 
Daniel Stern, the editor of THz AMERICAN ARTISAN, 
of Chicago. 

Mr. Stern took the platform and said: 


Mr. President and gentlemen of the Ohio Hardware 
Association: It is again a pleasure to congratulate the 
Ohio Hardware Association upon its substential growth and 
progress. As you know, all of your sister states are emulat- 
ing your example—they are all striving to see which can 
embrace in its membership the greatest number and to ex- 
cel in the spirit of Asséciation work at present prevailing 
in every state. 

It was with great plezsure that I listened to the masterly 
address of your president, and the topics he has touched 
upon he has handled in such a way that it leaves but little 
to comment upon. 

There is great work before the hardware trade of this 
country. You have accomplished wonderful results in the 
past vear, end there is no doubt that with proper co-opera- 
tion by this association with sister associations great good 
will be accomplished. 

I am surprised to hear at some of the meetings so 
much talk about the way the catalogue house question has 
been handled, to the effect that the catalogue house ques- 
tion is a side issue, that you have accomplished all that you 
ought and should; but it is a mistake for those to so ad- 
dress you and to impress upon you the idea that you have 
overcome the catalogue house evil. The daily papers and 
the trade press assure you that you have made serious in- 
roads on the catalogue houses, and if you keep on in your 
present methods you certainly will continue to do so. 

It was my pleasure to hear an address, which has been 
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published in some of the papers, delivered at the Wisconsin 
meeting by Mr. James of that association. He demonstrate: 
to the members that but a single catalogue house stove wa: 
brought to his town in the past eight months, due to hi: 
methods of advertising, and if the same methods are use: 
in other sections you will meet with simliar success, 

I don’t want to bore you with statistics, but in the 
month of January of this year the domestic orders paid at 
the Chicago post office were 947,503 in number, amounting 
to $5,438,747—a considerable increase over the month of Janu- 
ary, 1906, when 860,918 orders were paid in Chicago, amount- 
ing to $4,801,904. This is a vast country and the fact that 
the catalogue houses are increasing in the number of the 
money orders they receive shows that we cannot rest, but 
must be up and doing. You must continue to fight. 

It is with very great pleasure that I face the member- 
ship of the Ohio Hardware Association and announce to you 
that the unfortunate troubles which have existed for a few 
months between myself—my publication—and some of the 
officers and members of your National Retail Hardware Asso- 
ciation have been satisfactorily and amicably adjusted (ap- 
plause), and we hope and trust that good-fellowship and 
harmony will prevail from now on. 

I am reminded of a story of a young woman who was 
about to be married. The night before the wedding she 
told her intended that she had a confession to make, that 
she had been endeavoring to make it for a couple of weeks, 
and had tried every evening to tell this terrible secret. 
and now that they were about to be married the next day 
she felt she must tell it. He encouraged her to feel no fear 
and to confess. At length she said: “I 2m a somnambulist.” 
He said: “Never mind! One Sunday we will go to the 
Somnambulist Church and the next Sunday we will go to 
the Methodist Church.” 

Now, my friends, the fact that some of us may be som- 
nambulists, I hope, will not cause any trouble in our rela- 
tions between each other—any more than the confession of 
this bashful bride. (Applause.) 

West Virginia Heard From. 

President Johnson introduced Mr. C. B. Kyle, 
president of the West Virginia Retail Hardware Deal- 
ers’ Association, who favored the convention with a 
few happy remarks, 

A telegram of congratulation and good wishes was 
ordered sent to the Minnesota Retail Hardware As- 
sociation in annual session at St. Paul. 

Profits in Lightning Rods. 

President Johnson introduced Mr. George P. Grif- 
fith, a representative of the Michigan Retail Hard- 
ware Dealers’ Association, who spoke briefly, refer- 
ring especially to the lightning rod trade. He said 
this was beginning to prove a profitable line for the 
hardware men of his state to take up. He recom- 
mended that the dealers give it attention. He said 
that in the state of Michigan the hardware dealers 
would clean up $150,000 this year in the lightning- 
rod business. 

President Johnson called for the report of the 
grievance committee, which was read by W. B. Mar- 
tin, the chairman of the committee. 

President Bush on Deck. 

President Johnson introduced E. M. Bush, presi- 
dent of the National Retail Hardware Association, 
who was welcomed with applause. Among other 
things Mr. Bush said: 


You are doubtless all aware of and interested in the 
libel suits brought against our national! organization, its presi- 
dent, secretary, and Mr. G. R. Lott, the Illinois member 0! 
the executive committee. No action to prosecute this suit 
has been taken by Montgomery, Ward & Co., nor need any- 
thing be expected from them now.

Chicago in January. By the settlement retractions have been 
published by both parties to the controversy in The Hardware 
-ulletin and in THe AMERICAN ARTISAN. That incident is 
closed, and we trust and believe harmony will hereafter exist 
between Mr. Stern and the association and its officers and 
members. 
The Question Box. 

M. L. Corey, the national secretary, took the plat- 
form to conduct the question box. 

Among the questions taken up was that relating 
to credit given to customers by dealers, In response 
to an inquiry from Mr. Corey as to how many deal- 
ers did strictly a cash business, only three members 
replied in the affirmative. Many hands were raised in 
response to the question whether the dealers had gone 
the limit in the credit business. 

Among the questions read were the following: 

“Would it not be better to hold our meetings one 
month earlier?” 

Voices—‘“No, no,” 

Question: “What can a firm do to make money 
during the dull months of January and February 
when they carry nothing but hardware?” 

Question: “I sell fly screens in January and Feb- 
ruary with great success. I would like to know if 
there is anything else sold by other members which 
would sell with screens, etc., as I would like to add to 
my sales in these two months.” 

A delegate: “Sell fencing.” 

Another delegate: “Take time to collect open 
acceunts.” 

The convention then adjourned until Thursday 
afternoon at 1:30 o'clock.

TUESDAY, FEBRUARY 26. 





The opening session of the eleventh annual conven- 
tion of the Minnesota Retail Hardware Association 
was called to order by President Julius Schmidt of 
Wabasha, at 2 p. m. 

Before proceeding with the regular course of the 
program the president called upon E. H. Miller of 
The Minneapolis Tribune, who, after thanking the 
convention for the privilege, announced that The Min- 
‘neapolis Tribune had discontinued to accept adver- 
tising offered by catalogue houses, this also applying 
to The farmers’ Tribune. 

Answering this statement, Mr. C. F. Ladner of St. 
Cloud made the following motion, which was seconded 
and carried: 

“That this body of hardware dealers extend to The 
Minneapolis Tribune a rising vote of thanks for the 
action it has taken, and we hope that all papers having 
the same extensive subscription list that the Tribune 
has will follow their example.” 

The president then read the following telegram 
which had been received during the morning:

President Schmidt’s Address. 
The president’s annual address was in part as 
follows : 


Gentlemen, it is a great pleasure to me to welcome you 
to this, our eleventh annual convention, under such pro- 
gressive and prosperous conditions as exist in our greai 
state association of Minnesota to-day. When we look back 
at the old year of 1906, with its earthquakes, floods, fires, 
railroad wrecks, and other calamities to life and property, 
we can congratulate ourselves that we live in such a lucky 
state as Minnesota, having escaped all the above calamities. 

We are still facing some of our old enemies in the 
business world. Some of them are still doing business at 
the old stand. But do not despair. Our association work 
is having its effect. These large corporations are feéling it 
on every side. In some localities they have attacked smal! 
retail dealers, have made a personal fight, using every method 
that was dishonorable to hurt their trade. In South Da- 
kota they have sued the general merchants’ and hardware 
state association. But we have all heard of Judge Car- 
land’s decision. The South Dakota association got first 
blood. Let us congratulate the South Dakota association on 
its success. Let us encourage them with our support in this 
fight for the retailers’ rights. 

On mutual fire insurance I have nothing to report but 
progress. Mr. Ladner will explain all in his annual report. 

Legislation: I would recommend that some steps bce 
taken as regards exemption laws, collections, and garnish- 
ment, so as to give us more protection against dishonest 
customers, ; 

Taxation: There is no problem that is so unfair to the 
retailer as taxation. Under existing laws, the tax dodger 
or dishonest citizen has the advantage. Every honest re- 
tailer is willing to bear his share of taxation to support 
the government, but does not want to carry more than his 
share. When farm lands, city propetty, mining lands, and 
public franchises produce a larger income per dollar than 
the retailer’s merchandise on his shelf does, I would recom- 
mend that this association encourage every honorable move- 
ment that will give us a just tax. 

Freight rates: The retail hardware dealer has been 
at a disadvantage by the rebating of freight rates in so 
many underhanded ways. All we want is fair play and a 
square deal—one schedule of rates for all, under the same 
conditions. 

Parcels post: This is a question which we must still 
watch with eager eyes. I would recommend the co-operation 

with other state associations, such as the Grocers’, Furni- 
ture Dealers’ and Implement Dealers’, on such questions 
as legislation, taxation, collection of bad accounts, parcels 
post, freight rates and passenger rates. 

Buying goods to sell at a profit: This subject has 
been talked over more than any other question by dealers 
privately, in meetings of committees and in assemblies. But 
we have not yet found the right solution. Those of you 
that handle stoves have found before this that a great 
change has taken place in regard to buying and selling 
stoves and meeting catalogue, houses or manufacturers that 
sell direct to consumers. Our old stove manufacturers with 
trade marks tell us to talk quality, and then every so often 
they advance the price 5 per cent. The catalogue house 
comes with a decline in price, doubling that of the advance 
of the trade mark manufacturer. So here you are, and 
what are you going to do about it? If you meet the cata- 
logue price, you will be money out. 

It has been suggested that we try co-operative buying. 
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As an experiment, let fifteen or twenty members of our 
association along the same line of railroad estimate their 
wants and erder from some manufacturer that will make 
the price. : 

This quality and patriotic talk of patronizing home mer- 
chants, does not have the effect. Sentiment does not grow 
any more. You can talk and talk until you become black 
in the face. If you cannot meet catalogue house prices you 
cannot sell the stoves. I ‘speak from personal experience 
and from the experience of old stove dealers with whom 
| have’ come in contact. Something must be done or the 
stove business will be taken from the retailer and go to the 
manufacturer who sells to the customer direct. 

Loyalty to your association: By calling your attention 
to this I mean that each member should be just what the 
word meang—true and faithful to the cause for which our 
association stands. We cannot always have things just as we 
would like to have them, so we must give and take. 

The hardware trade journals: Give them your sup- 
port, as we need them and they in turn need us. They give 
us information and advice that is a benefit in many ways. 

In conelusion, I would recommend that whatever we 
do in this convention, let us be conservative. -Be sure that 
we are right in our assertions, then go straight ahead for 
our rights. Let us also try and cultivate a more friendly 
feeling with our local competitor. 

Report of Secretary Mathews. 
Following the president’s address, Secretary M. S. 
Mathews of Minneapolis read his annual report, which 


was as follows: 

In presenting the usual report to this, the eleventh an- 
nual convention of the Minnesota Retail Hardware Asso- 
ciation, it ig very pleasant to be able to call your attention 
to the continued prosperity and increase in membership 
which this body has enjoyed. For four years Minnesota, by 
virtue of having the largest number of members enrolled, 
headed ‘the list of hardware associations in the country. 
During the past year, however, Illinois has forged to the 
front with a membership now exceeding one thousand. This 
rapid growth in our neighboring state was largely owing 
to the effective work of the insurance solicitors employed 
by the Minnesota Insurance Company and the obligation 
was very gracefully acknowledged in the [Illinois resolu- 
tions at the convention in Chicago a few days ago. The 
rapid growth of the older associations has proved to be an 
excellent stimulant to hardware merchants in other states 
and each year finds new states standing with us in the 
movement, all affiliating with the National Association and 
are approximating ten thousand firms now enrolled. 

Shortly before the September 4 meeting the secretary 
mailed forty-five letters to possible exhibitors at our con- 
vention, asking for a vote as to favoring a hall for exhibi- 
tion purposes, controlled by the association, or hotel ex- 
hibits as at previous Minnesota conventions. Twenty-eight 
replies were received, of which 95 per cent preferred ex- 
hibits controlled by the association. Although the expression 
was very decided, no suitable halls in connection could be 
secured and the plan of exhibition for this meeting bad to 
be abandoned. It is probable that before the next con- 
vention such hall will be available and this method of 
handling displays may prevail here as elsewhere. In the 
program you will notice an extension to a four days’ meet- 
ing. This was decided upon at the September quarterly 
meeting and will doubtless meet with your approval; morn- 
ings given. over to the exhibitors, with afternoons, it is 
irgently requested, fully devoted to convention work. 

The convention dates selected proved to be concur- 
rent with those of the third “merchants’ excursion,” thus 
enabling our members to take advantage of the unusually 
low railroad rates, and whic> ‘nsured an excellent attend- 
ince,

J. J. Ryan on Organization. 

Mr. J. J. Ryan, secretary of the Minnesota Retail 
Grocers’ and General Merchants’ Association, gave 
an address on “Organization of Retailers.” He com- 
pared the relationship between merchants in country 
towns and cities existing to-day with the selfish policy 
prevalent in years gone by, saying that to-day mer- 
chants look upon each other with confidence and aid 
and assist one another. Mr. Ryan’s address received 
great applause. 

Mr. A. T. Stebbins of Rochester, Minn., took charge 
of the Question Box.

The president instructed the committee to meet im- 
mediately following the adjournment, and the conven- 
tion adjourned. 

A Social Evening at K. of C. Hall. 

On Tuesday evening the members were entertained 
with a smoker at Knights of Columbus Hall. There 
was a large attendance and the occasion was rendered 
very enjoyable through the efforts of the entertain- 
ment committee. The chairman of the evening was 
J. F. McGuire of St. Paul, and Snyder’s orchestra 
furnished good music. 

Geo. T. Redington made a speech of welcome on 
behalf of St. Paul. which brought out an interesting 
response by A. T. Stebbins. State Senator S. D. 
Works spoke on “Trade Problems,” and E. W. Ran- 
dall on the forthcoming .local semi-centennial expo- 
sition. Hon. D. W. Lawler closed the speechmaking 
of the evening with an address on “Minnesota.” 
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WEDNBSDAY, FEBRUARY 27. 


When President Schmidt called the convention to 
order Wednesday afternoon there were 515 delegates 
in their seats. The exhibits were deserted for the 
convention proper. 

The first speaker of the afternoon was Amos 
Marckel of Perham, Minn., who spoke on “How to 
Run a Country Hardware Store.” He said: 

How can we best manage a country hardware store in 
order to get the best results and make the most money out 
of our money invested and hold the trade? If the jobber 
does not treat you right you quit him. Your customer does 
the same thing, yet we often wonder why a certain customer 
has quit trading at our store and when we learn why he 
quit we usually find he has ‘been hurt—either overcharged or 
got some article which proved to be faulty. I believe we get 
the best results by selling good goods at a reasonable price. 
Get away from your high prices such as you charged when 
the country was new. I believe our high prices are responsi- 
ble, to a.large extent, for the catalogue house’s condition of 
to-day. Place yourself in the position of your customer. 

There are not many of us who want to buy our goods in 
New York. We prefer to buy nearer home if we can do as 
well or nearly so. My customer also prefers to buy at home, 
but objects to being held up. The same thing applies to 
many of our jobbers. 

The catalogue house selects such goods as the jobbers 
have an arbitrary price on, and uses them for leaders. Take 
for example, the hay carrier, pulleys, hangers, forks, etc. The 
jobber charges us $3.50 for a common carrier, the catalogue 
house names a price of $2.75 to the farmer. How are we 
dealers expected to hold the hay carrier business? I again 
say we are living in an age of low retail prices and it is up 
to the jobbers to see that the merchant can get his goods at 
a price that will enable him to meet competition and still 
earn a small margin of profit. 

Mr. Retailer, this is also an age of travel. Your cus- 
tomer gets away from home, he visits nice clean, up-to-date 
stores, and it is time that we clean up our stores and get 
them in as nice shape as conditions will permit. There is 
no good reason why the hardware store of to-day should 
have the appearance of a junk shop. We are not all able to 
move our goods every thirty or sixty days, but are all able 
to keep the goods clean, and sell them as the trade demands. 

The catalogue house surely gets some of your share of 
the business if you do not keep your store clean and up-to- 
date in appearance. Keep your windows clean, change the 

display often and put price tags on the articles displayed. 
That means something—make each window a salesman. 

Don’t cut the man short who wants a nickel’s worth of 
nails. Some time, if treated nicely, he will buy in large quan- 
tities. Take good*care of the boys who call for little things— 
sooner or later they will attend to the buying and be your 
customers. Keep your stocks well assorted. Don’t buy a 
gross of a slow selling article in order to save Io per cent. 
Look out for the cash discounts and don’t try to get too large 
a profit and get your jobber enlisted, and I believe we will 
have no trouble in winning out in the great battle of com- 
merce of to-day. 

The Paint Label Question. 

Following Mr. Marckel, S. Zeisler of Chicago 
spoke at some length in support of a paint law that 
would require labeling of all paints, pointing out some 
of the defects of the North Dakota measure and 
pleading for a universal honest label. His speech was 
referred to the legislative committee. 

I. A. Fleming, editor of The Hardware Trade, of 
Minneapolis, then addressed the convention in a short 
speech, in which he complimented the business men 
as developers of the country, charitable men, men on 
the outskirts of civilization, upbuilding the country. 
He urged them to have confidence in each other, and 
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to be square with themselves and with each other. A 
few stories livened the talk. 
“Cash vs. Credit.’’ 

John Costello, of Kellogg, was the next speaker anc 
discussed the subject of “Cash vs. Credit.” Mr. Cos- 
tello is one of the radical advocates of cash. It was 
he who originated the Wabasha plan. 

O. B. James, of Richland Center, Wis., addressed 
the convention on advertising, illustrating his talk 
with many samples of his advertising methods. 

Out of the Question Box. 

The following questions were asked through the 
Question Box and discussed by the members: 

Does anyone weigh goods to check his freight bills 
and are they often found wanting? 

What can be done when a manufacturer sells to a 
railway company and a railway company sells to its 
employes direct? 

Does it pay to take old stoves in part payment for 
new ones? 

Does it pay to make presents to customers? 

Is it good policy. to consult clerks when you mark 
goods? 

A. T. Stebbins took charge of the Question Box 
and himself answered all questions which stumped 
the other delegates. In addition to the questions al- 
ready quoted these also were asked: 

Are present stove prices too high? 

Does it pay to borrow money to discount bills? 

How should we meet bargain and racket store com- 


petition ? 

Has anyone insured his book accounts and is it 
profitable ? 

How can retailers use the rural telephone at a 
profit ? 


Is it possible for the country dealer to sell stoves 
like the city stores on the installment plan of so much 
down and so much a week? 

Should local merchants organize an association for 
the purpose of posting customers who do not pay 
their bills? 

Invitation from Butler Bros. 

An invitation was extended by Butler Brothers to 
visit their new establishment in Minneapolis, a special 
train being placed at the disposal of the convention. 

G. L. Nye, Minnesota Stove Co., spoke briefly of 
the causes that had forced an advance in stoves, and 
the session then adjourned. 





THURSDAY, FEBRUARY 28. 

The annual meeting of the Minnesota Retail Hard- 
ware Insurance Co. was held in the convention hall 
at 1:30 p. m., with President Chas. F. Ladner of St. 
Cloud in the chair. In his annual address Mr. Lad- 
ner said: 

The business of the Retail Hardware Mutual Fire Insur- 
ance Company of Minnesota has been very satisfactory as 
to the increased number of risks written and the results at- 
tained in the past year. 

It was very gratifying to us and must be to you that we 
were able to give you another substantial increase in the 
return premium for this year and still add.considerable to 
our surplus on hand. During the seven years of the ex- 
istence of our company we have returned to its policy 
holders nearly $100,000 in rebate or practically 37% per cent 
of all moneys received. 
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Does it mot seem strange that there should still be 
hardware dealers in this state who cannot see any benefit 
to them in our insurance, and that they prefer to pay old 
line companies 45 per cent more for no better protection 
than we give? 

For your information I wish to state that 30 per cent 
of the membership of this association still belong to the 
above class. 

Many hardware dealers are still very careless in not tak- 
ing annual inventories nor keeping proper merchandise ac- 
counts. 

You should take an inventory at least once a year 
and should also keep your books in such a manner that you 
can readily show the amount of goods bought and sold dur- 
ing the year. For you must bear in mind that in case of 
a loss by fire, no insurance company will take your word 
for what you lost, but you must show this through the 
accounts on your books. 

The officers of your company during the past year have 
been solicited to increase the maximum of $3,000, which is 
the limit we now write, to $5,000; and we bring this matter 
before you to-day for your earnest consideration. From 
the experience we have had in the past seven years it seems 
this could be done without endangering the safety of our 
risks and it would not add anything to the cost of doing 
this extra business as far as the work in the office is con- 
cerned, 

In conclusion, I desire to acknowledge publicly the effi- 
cient services rendered by our secretary and his assistants. 
Their work is well done. The directors of your company 
also merit to the fullest extent your appreciation of the serv- 
ices they rendered, for it is to their prompt attention at our 
meetings and to their wise counsel that the splendid suc- 
cess of this company is principally due. 

Secretary Mathews’ Report. 
The secretary’s report was next presented and in- 
cluded the following statements: 


Hardware mutual insurance on the cash premium plan, 
as written by this company, is proving what its friends have 
long claimed: that hardware stocks, with buildings, are 
mighty good risks. The increase of business during 1906 
was 65 per cent and the percentage of losses and expense 
was practically the same as the year previous. A year and 
a half ago this company took out a license from the Illinois 
insurance department and put solicitors in the field to work 
up the business in that state,.which has developed into our 
most profitable section. For in 1906, out of $16,000 received 
in premiums, the losses sustained were but $511.52, about 3 
per cent. 

A copy of the annual financial statement has been mailed 
to every hardware dealer in Minnesota. 

The increase of business in 1907 has been considerable, 
with moderate losses.

For four years each successive year has witnessed a 5 
per cent increase in the return premium until ft has reached 
for 1907 45 per cent. The returns to policy holders during 
1907 are slightly above $41,000 and since organization $97,000. 
We now have seven years’ record of the business, from 
which an “experience table” can be formed. In this term 115 
losses have been incurred and paid, the average loss being 
$664. The average loss ratio for this term is 29 per cent 
and of “expense” 12 per cent. 

The loss ratio may not be reduced to any considerable 
extent, but should, with increased volume of business, main- 
tain closer to the average than in earlier years. 

The percentage of expense can and willl be reduced 
slightly with continued prosperity. With these remarkable 
figures one must believe that the growth of the company will 
in the future be even more rapid than in the past.

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PATTERNS FOR ELBOWS. 








To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I noticed the query in your issue of February 9th of 
“A. B. C.,” Pontiac, Ill., who wanted a diagram and 
pattern for a three and four-piece elbow. and thinking 
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that perhaps Bro. Osborne’s methods, given in the 
same issue of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, may be a tri- 
fle hard for “A. B. C.” to understand, I offer my way 
of doing it: 

Fig. 1 shows elevation of angles; Fig. 2, plan of 
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pattern ; Fig. 3, pattern laid out ready to cut. In the 
start multiply the number of pieces you want in the 
elbow by 2, then deduct 2; thus you obtain the number 
of parts to divide your pattern. Now, suppose you 
want to make a 7-in. elbow in four pieces. Then 
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4X2=8—2=6. Lay- out. your sheet, 22 in. long ; 
allow for lock, divide circumference in four equal 
parts: 22+-4—=5'% in. Take a piece of tin 5% in. 
long, divide it in six equal parts, Fig. 2. Set dividers 





from B to V, strike a circle to 5. Divide quarter cir- 
cle in six “rts, set dividers from 1 to 1. This give. 
you elevation of line marked 1; from 2 to 2 equai: 
mark 2, etc. Next, Fig. 3. Strike off abut 3 inches 
and mark A—A for base line. If you want the laps 
to come in the side of the elbow start with your pat 
tern end marked X at A, then reverse K and K meet; 
then reverse again as shown in Fig. 3. Now to get 
the second line, take three times the width of pattern 
at K; this will give the second line from base line.

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METHODS OF LAYING ROOFING TIN. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In part answer to the inquiries of Mr. W. A. Reck- 
meyer of Arlington, Nebraska, published in your issue 
of January 19, I have found in my experience that the 
better way of laying a seam roof is to use the single 
Jock. Others may disagree with me on this point and 
prefer the double lock, but I think the single lock best. 
Then it is not necessary to use more than two nails 
on the long side of the plate and one on the short side. 
When putting in the nails on the long side, they should 
be as near the corners as possible, then solder over. 

It is not advisable to double lock valley or gutter tin, 
as the double lock seam would be liable to break in 
bending the tin to fit in the valley or in the gutter. 
Tin used for valleys or gutter linings should be single 
locked and soldered. Se

STOVE PIPES AND CHIMNEY SIZES. 








To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In your issue of Feb. 9th Mr. H. F. Wilson of Hen- 
derson, Iowa, wants to know the proper size of chim- 
ney for 6 or 7-inch pipe. Now, Mr. Wilson wants his 
question answered “scientifically,” but this is impos- 
sible, as science falls down in a great many cases 
where stoves and a good draft are concerned. Ex- 
perience has taught me, however, that an 8x8 chim- 
ney, plastered smooth inside, is the proper size for 
either 6 or 7-inch pipe. A chimney 6x8 would be 
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large enough for a 6-inch pipe, but the regulation 
brick does not permit this, and I should never allow 
a 4x8 to be built under any circumstances. These 
sizes permit only one stove to a chimney, and of course 
if more are attached it must be made correspondingly 
larger. 

Yes, there is danger of getting a chimney too large. 
| know of one 12x 12 that creosotes miserably. It is 
because the surfaces are so large that they do not get 
warmed and.consequently act as condensers. 

Then the question of stoves plays an important 
part. I have seen one make of stove fail utterly to 
work, while another make gave good satisfaction, and 
both were attached to the same chimney. 

Hoping this will not be too late to be of some ser-

HOW TO SOLDER FLAT-LOCK TIN ROOFING 








To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

Below will be found the results of my experience 
as to the best way of soldering flat lock tin roofing: 

Do not pound down the seams until you are ready 
to solder. Select a smooth mallet, pound the long 
seams running parallel to the eave of the roof, use 
rosin as a flux. When you have soldered several 
long seams pound down the seams, running up the 
roof. Start soldering at the top of a seam, allowing 
the solder to flow in well and always leave a large 
drop of solder at the bottom of each seam so as to 
conceal the notched edges. Do not lay more flat lock 
tin than can be soldered on the same day that it is 
laid. Half and half solder should be used to solder 
the seams.

MASTER SHEET METAL WORKERS. 








National Association Trustees Meet. 

The semi-annual meeting of the trustees of the National 
Asseciation of Sheet Metal Workers was held at the Con- 
tinental hotel, Philadelphia, Feb. 19th and 20th. The meet- 
ing was called to order by President Edwin L. Seabrooke at 
3 p.m., Feb. 19. There had previously been a meeting of 
the joint committee on Tin Plate appointed by the Indianap- 
olis convention of last August to report on such questions as 
advertising, etc. 

The first business of the meeting was the reading of the 
report of the Finance committee by its secretary, E. T. 


Wilkinson of Philadelphia. Messrs. W. E. Zapner of Kansas ° 


City, Mo.; John D. Garkin of Toledo, Ohio; George F. 
Fliesmacher of Cleveland, Ohio., and John B. Jones of this 
committee, were unable to be present. 

Debates on the expense of carrying on the association 
work consumed most of the time of this session. The urgent 
need of funds was shown by the announcement that the ex- 
penses of running the National Association up to the meet- 
ing of the annual convention will show a shortage of about 
$1,400 over the amount of the estimated receipts up to that 
time. 

President Seabrooke spoke of the necessity for co-opera- 
tion and suggested as a plan to raise the needed funds, “that 
all members of local associations pay to the national asso- 
ciation a tax of $2.50 on each $1,000 as shown by their 
payroll.” 

Vice President Charles A. Gauss, of Indianapolis, spoke 
on the difficulties of this plan and declared himself against 
any increase of the per capita assessment, claiming it would 
have the effect of diminishing the number of members of 
the local associations and probably be an obstacle in the way’ 
of getting new members. 

Mr. Wilkinson then spoke on the advantages conferred 
by membership upon the individual and the need of edu- 
cating him to grasp the situation and profit by the advan- 
tages to be gained. 

Mr. E. W. Richards asked that the report of the Phila- 
delphia association be read at this stage of the proceedings, 
as several of those present were called away by business. 
The report of this association proved to be a paper on the 
need of trade protection and contained many arguments 
against the practice of jobbers in selling direct to the con- 
sumer. 

Discussion on finance was then resumed. Mr. Gauss 
stated that conditions were not uniform in every part of 
thé country and it seemed very doubtful if members of local 
associations would submit to any increase of the per capita 
assessment. 

President Seabrooke then spoke of the necessity of edu- 
cating the sheet metal workers up to the idea of what mem- 
bership or organization could do in the way of bettering 
business conditions and how much each member would 
benefit. In’a word, that in paying the increased dues he was 
getting a commensurate increase of service, and to have the 
national association do good work at all money was neces- 
sary. It was a case of investing capital and then waiting 
for dividends. 

Mr. Thomas F. Black, representative of the Brooklyn local 
association, spoke on the abuses under present conditions in 
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the trade and the need of righting them. He cited a case 
a jobber actually seeking the trade of the consumer by payin, 
his drivers a commission on all orders they might get an. 
taking no notice of the requests of the local association, 

Mr. Richards spoke of the efforts of the national asso 
ciation to eliminate such abuses. 

Mr. Robert Kain, of Cleveland, Ohio, referred to the diffi 
culty of making the members of local associations realiz: 
the needs of the national association. 

Mr. Richards suggested that the national association corre. 
spond with the secretaries of each local association to sound 
them on the willingness of their members to pay a tax of 
$2.50 on each $1,000 of their productive payroll to the na- 
tional association. 

It was then suggested that the matter be put before the 
local associations for action in any manner suitable to them- 
selves. It was called to the attention of the chairman that 
this meeting was appointed by the Indianapolis convention 
to take action subject to a referendum and any plan agreed 
upon was to be reported at the next annual convention in 
August. 

Mr. Richards amended his proposition to agree with the 
above. It was then moved that the question be deferred 
until the meeting of the executive board Wednesday morn- 
ing, when Mr. James A. Emery would make some remarks 
during the executive session. 

The question of the place of meeting for the next con- 
vention was then taken up. 

Mr. Robert Kain, as delegate of the Cleveland asso- 
ciation, spoke of the advisability of holding it in that city 
owing to the many adjacent towns having local associations 
which might be induced to join the national association. 

Secretary William H. Barnard, of Norfolk, V3., spoke 
of the pleasantness of that city but advised meeting at Cleve- 
land if the national association’s welfare would be enhanced. 

New York and Chicago were then suggested and after 
some discussion Cleveland, Ohio, was selected. 

The next business referred to the credentials of dele- 
gates of local associations and the need for them to be 
handled in a regular way. 

Mr. Otto Goebel of the Syracuse, N. Y., association 
recommended that the voting on all questions be confined to 
accredited representatives of the local associations. The 
meeting then adjourned. 

Conference with Jobbers. 

The first meeting Wednesday morning, February 20, was 
that of the executive committee to which no one not directly 
interested was admitted. 

At 10:30 a. m. the conference of the jobbers and master 
sheet metal workers was called to order. 

This meeting was well attended by the jobbers of Phila- 
delphia, but did not attract those of other cities. Trade 
protection formed the theme of the discussion, the sheet 
metal workers charging that the jobbers no longer gave them 
the protection they needed, since in some cases consumers 
could buy at less than they could. 

The representatives of the jobbers and manufacturers 
asked the national association to put in writing their de- 
mands and the benefit that would accrue to the manufac- 
turer and jobber by upholding the association. They claimed 
that whatever breaches of former agreements with the local 
associations may have occurred were the result of oversight 


and the local association was at fault for not making specific, 


charges. 

The national association men mentioned what they could 
do to offenders against any agreement by publishing a list 
of accord, as is done in the steam fitters’ trade. 

The consensus of the opinions expressed was that the job- 
ber and the manufacturer would recognize any grievance 
of the master sheet metal workers and it would be righted 
when .it was expressed to them in writing and all declared 
that they realized the association would be a good thing for 
all concerned. 

There was some discussion on forming state associations, 
but the question was deferred until the annual convention, 
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when Mr. Otto Goebel of Syracuse, N. Y., will read a paper 
on this subject. . 

It was suggested that the national association adopt this 
motto: “Co-operation Advances Trade.” 

Vice-President Al. O. Bourlier, of Louisville, Ky., offered 
a resolution that the Philadelphia local association be’ thank- 
ed for the handsome entertainment and hospitality afforded 
the visiting members, etc., and the meeting then adjourned. 


Banquet by Local Masters. 


The banquet given Wednesday evening, Feb. 20, by the 
joint Philadelphia associations of Master Sheet Metal Work- 
ers was attended by two hundred men and women. C. A. 
Geissler made the speech of welcome. The first after-dinner 
speech was made by Charles S. Prizer. .He spoke of his 
surprise at the numbers and power of the national asso- 
ciation on its second celebration of its existence and referred 
to the former demoralized condition of the sheet metal trade 
and the opportunities they had lost, especially in the hot air 
heating trade. If they had been organized, he said, the 
hot air system would have been a much more popular thing 
today than it is, 

Mr. P. Gorman, president of the Steam Fitters’ Asso- 
ciation, then congratulated the national association on the 
results of their labors and admitted the truth of the former 
speaker’s remarks, that if the hot air heating trade had been 
organized, many steam and hot water victories would not 
have occurred. And if roofers had been organized 10 years 
ago the slag roofing industry could not have been in the 
good condition it is. 

President Edwin L. Seabrooke then spoke. He recalled 
the humble beginning of the association two years ago; the 
first meeting of the few men at the Bingham House, Phila- 
delphia, and the remarkable gathering now confronting him. 
He claimed the national association made a chain of cities 
that bounded the entire country and yet, considering the vast 
possibilities of the association, it was only a beginning. He 
said a new era was soon to open for the master sheet metal 
workers. 

Mr. James A. Emery, of New York, then made a strong 
speech on the, benefit of organization. 

After this a vaudeville performance entertained the gath- 
ering until after midnight. 

Notes of the Conference. 


The requests to be made of the jobbers in the interest 
of trade protection will be formulated by the national as- 
sociation without delay. 

The tin plate manufacturers represented at the con- 
ference were: Merchant & Evans Company, N. & G. 
Taylor Company, Carter, Donlevy & Co., Gummy, McFar- 
land & Co. and L. D. Berger, Philadelphia; F. K. Rob- 
erts Company, New York; Meurer Bros. Company, Brook- 
lyn, N. Y.; Carnahan Tin Plate and Sheet Company, 
Canton, Ohio. 

National Treasurer George W. Battley of Norfolk, Va., 
received the condolences of his fellow officers and the 
trustees on the death of his sister. 

Trustees W. A. Fingles of Baltimore and Thomas 
F. Black of Brooklyn, N. Y., reported that the sheet 
metal trade in their cities is without protection, consumers 
being able to buy at the same prices as tinners and roofers. 

Co-operation with the Master Sheet Metal Workers’ 
Association’ in every possible way was promised by the 
wholesalers present at the conference. 

National Vice President J. A. Pierpont of Washing- 
ton, D. C., was prevented from attending by a death in 
his family and a message of sympathy was ordered sent to 
him, 

W. A. Gallaher of Wilmington, Del., was among the 
trustees present. 

E. F. Bohm, secretary of the Cleveland association, 
was authorized by the trustees to act as organizer on the 
Pacific Coast. ; 

Messrs. W. H. Griffiths and C. R. Williams having 
withdrawn as members of the joint committee on tin plate 
for the manufacturers, President Seabrooke and Secretary 
Barnard were authorized to fill the vacancies. 
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President Seabrooke was authorized to distribute among 
the trade the tin roofing specifications originally printed in 
THe AMERICAN ARTISAN and generally approved by tin 
roofers. 

It was reported at the meeting that the recent adver- 
tising campaign in favor of the tin roof has been effective 
and plans were made to continue the campaign.

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Trade Report. | 


HARDWARE, 

The western spring trade in hardware has opened 
up well and manufacturers’ quotations are well sus- 
tained by the demand at the recent advances. All 
the advanced prices to be expected have not yet been 
registered, but there is little doubt that they will be 
accepted with equanimity in the trade, which shows 
not only remarkable strength for the season of the 
year but also the most promising prospect for the 
future. The wail of the pessimist is heard in the 
land occasionally, but there is the most positive evi- 
dence that no “recession of business” is at hand. 

Chicago reports indicate a very satisfactory de- 
mand for all classes of hardware, and indications 
point to a record-breaking spring trade. The de- 
mand for wire nails has been so strong and mills are 
booked so far ahead that they have been obliged to 
decline some good business for stated delivery. It 
is claimed that another advance of toc per keg on 
wire nails may be expected shortly. In cut nails, it is 
said that the scarcity of skelp and the accumulating 
demand has caused many of the mills to decline 
orders except for more or less indefinite deliveries, 
and for prompt shipment premiums of roc to 15c are 
being asked and obtained. 





TIN PLATE. 


The market for tin plate is somewhat quiet with 
prices unchanged. Mills are busy and premiums of 
10c per box are paid on contracts for delivery during 
the second and third quarters. Prices of the raw ma- 
terial continue high, with a tendency on the part of

The latter is coming forward very satisfactorily, but 
the mills are not making shipments as promptly as was 
the case early in the winter, especially on all small 
round bars. In fact deliveries are very slow. Iron 
bars are held firmly at a minimum of $1.65 Pitts- 
burgh. For prompt shipment premiums of $1 to $2 
are asked. 





PIG IRON. 


A. quiet condition, compared with that of the past 
few months, is noted in the pig iron market, reaction 
appearing to have set in from the recent eager buying. 
Some large buyers seem to be expecting lower prices. 
but it cannot be said that the market has yet devel- 
oped any particular weakness. It would not be sur- 
prising if a reaction did set in, though demand still 
continues for last half iron. Very few spot lots are 
changing hands. Domestic spot. iron being exceed- 
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ngly scarce, a few daily inquiries are sufficient to hold 
ip quotations. 

Some of the largest producers and close students 
f the market regard recent sales as positive proof 
that there will be no immediate break in prices. At 
present quotations are well maintained all through the 
list, and recent reports of $18 having been quoted for 
Southern iron at Birmingham appear to have been 
premature. It is now reported that no better than 
$18.50 can be done for delivery during the last half 
and some furnaces are asking $19 to $19.50. Recent 
sales of Northern iron for the west were on a basis 
of $22.50 Birmingham for prompt shipments. 

On the whole, present conditions are regarded as 
justifying the expectation that high prices will con- 
tinue for awhile. Northern No.-2.is firmly held at 
$27.50 Chicago for prompt delivery and $23.50 to $24 
for the last half.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: 

“The features of the week have been a strengthening of 
conditions in all districts, particularly the west and south. 
It has been positively developed that there is no idea on the 
part of furnaces to shade prices for iron during the last half. 
There is an increasing tendency toward higher figures. In- 
quiries have been generous and business has been turned 
down on the basis of $18.50 Birmingham for the last half. 
Buyers generally recognize these conditions and have been 
pursuing a waiting policy for several days, but the middle of 
this week several interests came into the market ‘with good 
sized inquiries to be met with positive assurance of higher 
prices on the part of southern furnaces. Those buyers who 
have two-thirds of their requirements for 1907 already under 
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contract appear to be willing to wait until a later date before 
sounding the market seriously, but it is now a question 
whether this policy outlined a week or ten days ago will avail 
them if pursued too long. , 

“Low phosphorus pig iron, which is a specialty with few 
furnaces, has been in much demand and aside from the Steel 
Corporation’s purchase, other consumers have bought for 
the third quarter or last half. 

“There is a continued heavy demand for finished steel 
products in all lines and a dearth of steel making iron for 
anything like early delivery. 

“General business is booming everywhere. Consumption 
at all points is proceeding on the same high plane it has 
pursued for six months and traffic officials of the railroads 
state that it is impossible to meet the demands of shippers 
for cars with which to move ‘commodities of every kind. 
Some roads claim that their traffic at the present time 1s 
heavier than ever and indications point to an increase from 
now on. Spring is already on in earnest in the southwest 
and the early movement of crops from these points will 
operate against movement of hevier shipments. 

“The one thing that concerns the iron manufacturer and 
melter is the ability of the railroads to handle iron ship- 
ments and this has become, in the last few months, some- 
thing well nigh impossible to accomplish. Foundries every- 
where are experiencing the utmost difficulty in obtaining an 
adequate supply and purchases are being made daily to cover 
immediate needs or as nearly immediate tonnage as those 
furnaces favorably situated can supply. This has resulted in 
cleaning up furnace yards of odd lots and off lots which can 
be used in any combination and the market for prompt or 
early shipment is shorter now than it has been in years. 

“It is interesting to note that the exports of iron and 
steel during 1906 reached their highest record, the total being 
$172,000,000, an increase of about $30,000,000 over the previous 
year. 

“Coke is firm and in good demand for early and ex- 
tended delivery. Shortage of cars and trouble with labor has 
interfered with full production in both Connellsville and 
other fields. Under such conditions any unusual weather 
proves a tremendous hindrance.” 


Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly re- 
port: 
“There has been no appreciable change in the local 
pig iron situation during the past week. While inquiry is 
comparatively light, prices are very firm, and the little lull 
is one that might naturally have been expected to follow 
the recent long period of activity. Buyers are no doubt 
merely stopping a minute to catch their breath and look 
around before continuing. The Southern furnaces have 
booked a great many fine orders for deliveries extending 
into the third and fourth quarters of the year, but a num- 
ber of our largest consumers still have to cover their re- 
quirements for the last half of the year. Spot iron is being 
sold quite freely at $23 Birmingham, and last half iron is 
held firmly at from $18.50 to $19. It is reported that dur- 
ing the last week several large buyers made offers at some- 
where less than $18.50, but they were invariably turned down. 
The Ohio furnacemen are not bothering at all about the 
situation, as they’ are most of them sold up solidly to July 
1, and many of them are well taken care of into the third 
and fourth quarters. 

“There has been quite a little activity in the marke: for 
quick shipment basic iron. 

“While every now and then we hear it said that the car 
situation is improving slightly, we can’t see it. Orders are 
many months behind, owing to the fact that empties are 
being supplied so sparingly, and freight is moving so slowly 
that even when cars are loaded and shipped out they are 
side tracked so often that it takes them an_ interminable 
time to reach their destination. Few melters have any stock 


of iron worth speaking of on their yards. Most of them 
are leading a ‘hand to mouth’ existence, hoping from day 
to day to receive advices of shipment, and in many cases they 
are using whatever iron is available. : 
“The coke market is rather quiet, and prices remain un- 
changed.”
